The Peirce School Study Committee met with 13 
Town Councilors and Temporary Town Manager 
Katherine Pisano Tuesday evening, November 13th, to 
discuss the conversion of the closed elementary school 
for use as a police station and to house several 
municipal offices. 

The meeting, held at Pierce School, also included a 
tour of the building for councilors. ’ 


Minimum Reservations Required 
Committee members Edward Borgatti, representing 
the council, and residents Raymond Charest and.An- 


thony Saracino wrote a report stating that $75,000 . 


would suffice to bring the building up to “minimum 
renovations and to comply with state and federal 


’ building regulations.” 


Though full renovations were slated to be con- 
siderably more, the consensus after meeting with Mrs. 
Pisano by the committee was to use only enough funds 
to get the police department re-located and to move 
several town departments. 


Borgatti, the study committee chairman, has ex- 
pressed optimism for receipt of state grants for future 
renovations that would curtail energy costs. 

Borgatti said he believes insulation of the building, 
new roofing, a zoned heating, and new dropped ceil- 
ings, will be eligible for grant funding from the state 
next year. 

Mrs. Pisano said she would place a transfer request 
for the initial $75,000 on the council’s Monday, 
November 19th agenda. She will also present the coun- 
cil with a report estimating overall costs for full renova- 
tions. 

Mrs. Pisano further noted full renovation would be 
contingent on the availability of grants money. She 
said the town may partially finance the renovations 
over a_ fiye-year period, with $20,000-$25,000 
allocated each year. 

Town Offices Moving 

Present plans call for the relocation of the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, Park & Recreation, Veteran’s 
Office, and Health Department to Peirce School. All of- 
fices are currently located in the town hall annex. 
These offices would occupy the easterly side of the 
building while the police would occupy the rest. : 

Portions of the Department of Public Works are to 
relocate into the town hall annex and the assessors of- 
fice and possibly others will relocate on the first floor

Mrs. Pisano said the re-shuffling of offices now at 
town hall were planned because of space considera- 
tions and for easier access to the offices for handicap- 
ped residents.

Like so many other New England towns, Agawam is 
blessed with its share of old homes, many of which 
date back in time to the early colonial period. 

In spite of more recent development in our town, we 
have been able to maintain a justifiable claim to a 
number of varied architectural styles within a 
framework of anicent dwellings, many of which still re- 
tain their original character. 

However, it is surprising to note how many of these 
archaic relics have been remodeled over the years mak- 
ing it quite difficult to identify them as colonial times. 
In the advent of the forthcoming survey of historical 
homes in Agawam the results should prove surprising 
and interesting. 

Few Are Commonly Known By Residents 

Apart from the Captain Charles Leonard House, only 
a few of the more majestic homes are commonly 
known by our residents and it can be added that as one 
might expect, these buildings are located along the 
Main Street. 

The Captain John Porter House, Lieutenant William 
Allen House and the Lieutenant Rufus Colton House 
are perfect examples of Main Street's treasures of the 
past! As their titles attest and according to our town 
history, these men played a role in the military annals 
of our colonial past. As the architectural style of the 
home is of interest, so too, are the individual lives of 
those who dwelled within. 

But if we are to pay tribute to the more stylish of 
these colonial houses, let us not forget the more 
simplistic, yet more numerous of the early structures 
located throughout the town. In keeping with this train 
of thought we would like to share with you the informa- 
tion we've managed to research concerning our home, 
the John Stockwell House on Southwick Street. 

Through a variety of resources we were able to trace 
the construction of the house to one John Stockwell II 
of Suffield, Connecticut. It is interesting to note that 
the house consists of two separate homes with the rear 
structure dating back to circa 1735/1750. 

One authority on colonial architecture, the late Dick

Van Heusen; devoted considerable time studying both 
structures. According to Van Heusen, the earlier house 
dated to about 1750, while it was also his professional 
opinion that the second or main house (facing South 
West Street) dated to about the 1780’s or possibly 
earlier, since certain features were characteristic of 
this period of time. Following the sage advice of town 
historian Edith LaFrancis and Van Heusen, we pro- 
ceeded to investigate original deeds of ownership 
working from present to past in chronological order.

Considerable patience and many hours of research 
at the Registry of Deeds in Springfield revealed a most 
ees Ge continuum of facts substantiating that a 

1763 document disclosed a Gould Stockwell, son of 
John Stockwell Il, as being the executor of his father’s 
estate, John had died in 1762 and his property, ap- 
propriately located, was apprized at over 100 pounds. 
Van Heusen’s judgement had been correct!

However, to date, we have been unable to ascertain 
when the second, or main partof the house was moved 
to its present location: 

Because of apparent changes in certain features of 
the main house, it was suggested by Van Heusen that 
at one time this part of the structure might have beena 
salt-box, since the windows on the south side are nar- 
row, nine over nine, while the east and north sides of 
the main house consist of windows having the six over 
six frames, typical of a later period of time, circa mid- 
18th century.

There is also evidence that the main entrance to this 
part of the house was originally facing the present 
southerly side. The present main entrance, now facing 
east, was at one time a side door. 

Unless further research discloses the true identity of 
the main house, we must rely on the judgement of Dick 
Van Heusen. To date, not one of the original deeds” 
makes mention of the addition of the second house.

Interesting Features 

At the time that Dick Van Heusen explored the 
youse some 20 years ago, he was especially interested 
m the vaulted ceiling room that would have been the 
front portion of the original house, facing east on 
‘back street,/’ now South West Street. 

According to Van Heusen, the style of the room was 
ypical of a ‘“‘barrister’s’’ office or at least typical of a 
‘vom of some importance. At the time he knew of one 
ther local house having a vaulted or barrel 
seiling...and that was to be found in West Suffield, 
Zonnecticut. At the far end of the room, facing east, 
“as a pre-palladian window that now serves as a door- 
“ay to the main part of the house, 

Van Heusen suggested this room might have served 
| some formal purpose, either for entertainment or 
susiness reasons. Interestingly enough, John Stockwell 
{, and his son, Gould, were coopers by trade. 

In 1789 Artemas Beebe, innkeeper and cooper, pur- 
thased the property. Could it be that this room had 
served for their business of trade or entertainment? 
&gain there remains a question of uncertainty and 
nystery. : 

Although the main part of the house has undergone 
changes since its initial construction, the passerby is 
coled into believing the structure to be of a later vin- 
‘age than it is. Adhering to the standard Greek Revival 
4ouse, the John Stockwell home hides much of its 
ariginal character of the mid-18th century within its 
sonfines. 

Aside from its structural history the house remains a 
sibute to those who built and occupied it some 200.

4ills can be attributed to John Stockwell Il, son of John 
‘ whose father was captured by Indians in 1677, while 
ais son was with his mother in. Hatfield, 
Wassachusetts. 

Originally, John | was born in Deerfield on October 
Ath, 1676, and died in West Springfield on September 
5th, 1755. Sometime during the mid-1700’s the family 
moved to Suffield, Connecticut, and during this interim 
af time John | and his wife, Elizabeth Weller of 
Westfield, had eight children, one of whom was John Il. 

In turn, John“Il married Mary Gould of Dedham, 
Massachusetts. It was their fifth child, Gould, who 
become executor to his father’s estate in Feeding Hills 
in ' 

In 1789 the Stockwell family sold the buildings and 
aroperty to Artemas Beebe of Westfield. Beebe was 
mania in the Feeding Hills Congregational Church in 
1790. 

Apparently, he purchased the property in anticipa- 
tion of his forthcoming marriage in 1790. It is in- 
teresting to note that the Stockwells and Artemas 
Beebe were listed as coopers by trade, therefore it is 
not by coincidence that Beebe might have bought: the 
estate with an established cooper shop and trade in-

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Fire-Wise

Exit Drills In The Home 


Would you know what to do if you were roused from 
sleep by the smell of smoke, or the sound of your 
smoke detector? Would the children? 

Here’s the blueprint for a fire-wise home exit drill 
program that will teach members of your family to save 
themselves when fire strikes, 

Draw a floor plan of your home, and find two ways 
out of every sleeping room. Drops of more than eight 
feet are not acceptable - you may have to provide 
emergency escape ladders for second-story bedrooms. 

Now involve the whole family in the plan. Teach 
each one to do the following on awakening; 

*Roll out of bed right to the floor and crawl to the 
door. (The air is better down low when smoke is heavy.) 

*Feel the door. If it’s cool, crawl to safety. If it’s 
warm, use the window escape - there may be fire in the 
hallway. Install escape ladders in second story 
bedrooms. ‘ 

*Meet the rest of the family at a designated point 
outside - a tree, a lamp post, or the mailbox. Then 
don‘t go back in for anything. 

Extra points to remember. Designate specific people 
to rescue young children and the infirm. And don’t call 
the fire department from a burning building. After 
everyone escapes, call from a neighbor's phone - or ay 
public phone. 

To make sure everyone knows their role, hold prac- 
tice drills. Some may be announced - others may be an 
unscheduled test of the smoke detector. 

By the way, all this planning assumes that you take 
simple precautions like having a smoke detector for 
every level of your home. 

‘Cause ina fire, there’s no time to plan or organize. 
Plan now. Then each member of your family will have 
the knowledge, the skills and the hardware to save his 
or her own life if fire ever comes to visit!

Good Acting Helps 


Overshadow Script in 
ART's Angel Street

Angel! Street, the latest play to be produced by the 
Agawam Repertory Theatre (ART), is a well-crafted 
production with good performances and direction. Un- 
fortunately, the quality of the script doesn’t live up to 
the rest of the show. F 


The Patrick Hamilton drama, which ran on 
November 9th and 10th, has four more performances 
scheduled for November 16th, 17th, 23rd, and 24th. 
All shows begin at 8:00 p.m. in the Crystal Ballroom of 
Pescadores Restaurant, 17 Market Square, Chicopee. 


: The Dilemma Of Mrs. Manningham =, 
Also played under the title Gaslight, Angel Street 
begins with the dilemma of a character named Mrs. 
Manningham (Laura Lezon-Scantlen). This young 
woman believes she’s starting to go crazy because she 
is constantly losing or misplacing things and hears 
strange noises in her house during the evening hours. 


Furthermore, Mrs. Manningham is afraid that history 
will repeat itself. Her mother went mad and died at a 
young age in an insane asylum, and her husband 
(Richard Nagle) has said that he’ll have her committed 
if her mental condition doesn’t improve. 


From this paragraph on, | can’t reveal any more 
specifics about the plot because to do so would ruin 
the play for those who want to see it. In fact, this 
limitation on my plot description is a result of the 
script’s major flaw. 

During the latter part of the first act, we learn of an 
unsolved crime and its relationship with the Mann- 
ingham house. In effect, this information is the story’s 
solution because the next two acts serve only to 
elaborate on what was revealed by the end of the first 
act. Thus, with no plot twists present in the second and 
third acts, the play is not a thrilling mystery. 


Angel Street also falls short as a psychological 
thriller. Unlike the classic film version of Gaslight starr- 
ing Charles Boyer, this drama doesn’t spend enough 
time on Mrs. Manningham’s mental conflict. 

Though this character is consistently anxious and 
unsure of her state of mind throughout the entire story, 
the real source of her problem is pretty much un- 
covered by the first act’s conclusion. 


- Despite the shortcomings, the talented staff_of ART 
makes Angel Street worth seeing. The play itself has a 
few surprises, but director Arnold Woods keeps the ac- 
tion moving at a consistently fast pace and manages 
to make the most out of the story's infrequently 
suspenseful moments. 

Angel Street takes place in London, England in 1880, 
and Diane Guiliana’s set is effective in recreating the 
somber atmosphere that was. characteristic of this 
period. Besides appearing to be faithful to the style of 
the Victorian era» Vicki Alfano’s costumes seem to 
visually represent the characters’ personalities. 


Acting - The Highlight Of This Production 
However, the highlight of this production is the ac- 
ting. As maids in the Manningham household, Irene 
Scanlon and Mara Dresner provide comic touches and 
charm by being subservient and influential at the same 
time. 
In the role of Mrs. Manningham, Miss Lezon- 
“Scantlen is outstanding. Besides conveying her 
character's mental frailty through tired-looking facial 
expressions and body movements, the actress uses a 
staccato-like voice to say the dialogue. 


Mrs. Manningham could have become a caricature 
in the hands of a lesser performer, but Miss Lezon- 
Scantlen had the skill to turn her into a convincing 
character who's likable and all-too-human. 

Bob Duane gives an unforgettable performance as a 
detective named Rough. This character is powerful 
because he is the’ most knowledgeable person in the 
story, and the actor's commanding stage presence fits 
the part perfectly. Furthermore, Duane’s acting is 
simultaneously zestful, warmhearted, and utterly en- 
trancing. 


As Mrs. Manningham’s husband, Nagle is a bit emo- 
tional. This intensity is effective when the character is 
supposed to be angry, but. it becomes somewhat 
melodramatic in scenes where he’s supposed to be 
calm. Nevertheless, Nagle’s performance is, on the 
whole, thoroughly convincing and enjoyable to watch. 

if you see Angel Street, you won't be disappointed. 
The play itself isn’t a great piece of dramatic entertain- 
ment, but the energy which ART’s members put into 
the production makes for a worthwhile evening of live 
theatre.

Against Cathedral, the coaching staff instituted a 
new defense which helped them keep Cathedral from 
earning a first down in the second half.

Agawam High’s senior halfback Bob Wing joined an 
elite group of four other Western Mass. runners who

Wing, an all-purpose player, needed 124 yards going 
into the contest to break into the 1,000 yard club. 
While he handled the ball just eight times in the first 
half, he still managed to secure 60 yards to his total. 

In the second half his running talents were used a bit 
more and he added 90 yards to give him a total of 
1,026 yards to date. 


While the Brownies were paced by Wing, Cathedral 
had their own 1,000-yard express train to rely on. Big 
back Jun Anderson was seemingly unstoppable, 
especially in the first half. The 6-2, 197-pound 
halfback hammered his way through the Brownie 
defense for two first half touchdowns and a total of 
189 yards on the ground for his day’s work. He would 
add his third TD in the second half. 


An example of Anderson's offensive abilities was 
evident during Cathedral’s first two series of the game.
